A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  EPFING,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

Compiled  by  John  J.  Tilton 

Epping,  N.  H.,  was  incorporated  February  12,  1741 

Area,  26  Square  Miles 

Population  (1930),  1672 

The  principal  industries  of  the  town  are:  The  manufac- 
turing of  brick,  women's  shoes  and  agriculture. 

In  early  times  the  lumber  industry  of  Epping  was  very 
large.  Extensive  trade  was  carried  on  with  the  West  In- 
dies, Epping  exchanging  its  timber  for  the  native  products 
of  those  islands. 

The  town  lies  in  the  northeastern  part  of  Rockingham 
County,  and  is  bounded  as  follows:  On  the  north  by  Not- 
tingham and  Lee,  on  the  east  by  Newmarket,  Newfields 
and  Exeter;  on  the  south  by  Brentwood  and  Fremont; 
and  on  the  west  by  Raymond  and  Nottingham.  Epping 
originally  formed  a  portion  of  Exeter,  and  the  first  settle- 
ments were  among  the  earliest  in  the  state. 

In  1741  the  population  and  taxable  property  had  in- 
creased to  such  an  extent  that  the  settlement  considered 
itself  of  sufficient  importance  for  incorporation  into  a  sep- 
arate parish,  and  on  the  15th  of  January,  1741,  a  petition 
signed  by  56  inhabitants  of  the  northwesterly  part  of  Exe- 
ter was  presented  to  the  General  Court,  praying  for  the 
formation  of  a  parish.  In  the  House  of  Representative  on 
January  15,  1741,  it  was  voted  that  the  petitioners  serve 
the  Selectmen  of  Exeter  with  a  copy  of  the  petition  and 
the  votes  thereon — that  the  town  of  Exeter  may  appear 
at  the  General  Court  or  Assembly  next  Tuesday  fortnight 
to  show  cause  (if  any  they  have)  why  the  prayer  of  the 
petitioners  may  not  be  granted. 

In  the  House  of  Representatives  on  February  2,  1741, 
the  petitioners  and  delegates  from  the  town  of  Exeter 
having  been  heard,  it  was  voted  that  the  prayer  of  the  pe- 
titioners be  granted,  and  the  bounds  of  the  parish  were 
agreed  upon. 

On  February  3,  1741,  the  action  of  the  General  Court 
was  approved  by  Benning  Wentworth,  Provincial  Gover- 
nor, and  the  Council. 

How  Epping  obtained  its  name,  two  authorities  are 
quoted:  "Epping  was  named  by  Governor  Benning  Went- 
worth. As  the  first  Governor  of  the  Province  of  New 
Hampshire,  he  bestowed  the  names  of  many  New  Hamp- 
shire towns,  and  he  called  them  after  the  towns  of  Eng- 
land which  he  loved  and  revered."  (From  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire  department  of  History,  1928.) 

"No  doubt  some  of  the  early  settlers  of  Epping,  N.  H., 
came  from  Epping,  England,  or  its  vicinity."  (By  Col.  Jo- 
seph L.  Chester,  LL.

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Totvn  of  Epping,  in  the  Coun- 
ty of  Rockingham,  in  the  State  of  Neiv  Hamjjshire, 
qualified  to  vote  in  Totvn  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Epping  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of 
March  next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to 
act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  air  necessary  town  officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
made  appropriations  of  the  same, 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  roads  and  bridges. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  as  per  contract  with  the 
Portsmouth  Power  Co. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  Pub- 
lic Library. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  to  defray  Decoration  Day 
expenses. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  winding  the  Town 
Clock. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  Class  V  Highways  the  sum  of  $553.00 
on  condition  that  the  State  contribute  $2,212.00. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  vdll  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $1,371.00  on  condition  that  the 
State  contribute  $2,742.00  for  the  continuation  of 
the  improvement  of  the  road  leading  off  the  North 


Epping  road  to  the  Hedding  Camp  Ground  and  the 
Newfields  town  line  in  the  Town  of  Epping. 

10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Fire  Department. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  a 
certain  highway  no  longer  necessary  for  public 
travel. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $500.00  to  construct  a  sewer 
on  Church  street,  so  called. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
vote  taken  under  article  (4)  of  the  Town  Warrant 
of  the  year  of  1935,  and  substitute  in  place  thereof 
the  following:  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate 
acquired  by  the  town  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds, 
at  Public  Auction. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  Forest  Fire 
fighting  equipment.

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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 

In  conformity  with  the  usual  custom,  I  submit  my 
report  as  Health  Officer  for  the  year  ending  January 
31,  1939. 

There  was  only  one  contagious  disease  reported  to 
me  during  the  year  (undulant  fever)  although  I 
think  there  were  others,  such  as  measles,  where  doc- 
tors were  not  called.  Much  credit  is  due  our  doctors 
and  school  nurse  for  the  fine  health  condition  in  our 
community. 

Several  complaints  have  been  made  to  me  regard- 
ing the  dump  at  West  Epping  and  sink  drains  about 
town;  all  were  investigated  and  orders  given.  I  col- 
lected samples  of  milk  from  the  dealers  at  different 
times  and  sent  them  to  the  State  Laboratory  of  Hy- 
giene for  analysis;  two  samples  contained  excessive 
bacteria.  I  also  visited  the  dealers'  barns  with  a 
state  inspector,  who  advised  and  ordered  certain 
things  to  be  done — ^about  the  barns  and  cows.  Sev- 
eral samples  of  the  town  water  were  sent  to  the  State 
Laboratory  for  analysis,  with  the  same  old  report — 
excessive  iron.  One  year  ago  the  town  was  given 
reasonable  time  to  consider  the  m.atter  of  town  wa- 
ter. Mr.  Trager,  a  state  inspector,  investigated  the 
supply  at  the  Goodrich  brick  yard,  but  did  not  ap- 
prove the  same;  no  other  supply  seems  available. 
We  surely  ought  to  have  a  better  water  supply,  but 
how,  when  and  where  can  we  get  it.  With  a  town 
debt  of  over  $60,000  and  a  tax  rate  of  $4.85,  how  in 
the  name  of  God  are  we  going  to.  Some  action  must 
be  taken  at  the  annual  town  meeting.  I  am  still  of 
the  opinion  that  a  clean-up  week  should  be  observed 
each  year,  it  would  be  well  worth  the  cost.  If  we  ex- 
pect to  be  healthy,  wealthy  and  wise,  we  must  all  co- 
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operate  and  apply  our  wisdom  and  wealth  to  keep 
us  in  health.

In  1773,  there  were  1648  people  in  the  town,  making  it 
the  fourth  town  in  population  in  Eockingham  County — 
Exeter  then  1741;  Londonderry,  2399;  and  Portsmouth, 
4466. 

By  the  census  of  1930  there  Vv^ere  1672  people  in  the 
town,  making  it  the  sixth  town  in  population  in  the  coun- 
ty— Newmarket,  2511;  Salem,  2751,  Exeter,  4,872;  Der- 
ry,  5,131;  Portsmouth,  14,495. 

Epping  has  always  furnished  its  full  quota  in  every 
war  in  which  we  have  been  engaged;  150  of  its  men 
fought  in  the  Civil  War  and  52  served  with  the  American 
forces  in  the  World  War. 

Epping  has  for  many  years  maintained  an  Approved 
High  School  and  a  system  of  graded  schools  in  conformity 
with  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire. 

In  1892  the  town  voted  to  accept  the  provisions  of  the 
Library  Act  passed  at  the  previous  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  has  maintained  a  Public  Library  since  that  time. 
Epping  has  two  churches — Community  and  Catholic. 
The  Community  Church  was  formed  in  1933  by  a  union 
of  the  Congregational  and  Methodist  Episcopal  churches. 
When  the  town  was  incorporated,  in  1741,  the  parish 
and  town  were  virtually  the  samie,  and  all  legal  business 
respecting  the  institutions  of  religion  was  transacted  in 
regular  town  meetings.  According  to  the  town  records, 
among  the  votes  passed  at  the  first  town  meeting  was  one 
whereby  a  committee  was  chosen  to  agree  with  a  minister 
for  the  ensuing  year.  Votes  are  also  on  record  respecting 
the  erection  of  a  meeting  house. 

The  regular  church  records  commence  as  follows: 
Decmr.  ye  9th  1747  "The  Eev.  Robert  Cutler  was  or- 
dained to  be  pastor  of  the  chh.  of  Christ  in  Epping — and 
the  first  pastor." 

The  Congregational  Church  is  supposed  to  have  been 
organized  about  this  time,  and  continued  to  exist  until 
its  union  with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  to  form  the  Com- 
munity Church. 

As  nearly  as  can  now  be  learned,  the  first  sermon 
preached  in  the  town  by  a  Methodist  minister  was  by  Rev. 
Epaphras  Kibby  in  1799.  During  the  next  few  years 
there  was  no  regular  Methodist  preacher  in  the  town,  and 
the  society  being  without  a  meeting  house,  the  meetings 
were  held  mostly  in  the  house  of  Captain  Fogg. 

About  1804  Captain  Fogg  erected  a  small  Chapel  as  a 
place  of  worship.     Methodist  Camp  Meetings  were  held 


in  Fowler's  Grove,  in  South  New  Market  (now  Newfields) 
from  1857  to  1862. 

In  1862  the  grounds  now  occupied  by  the  Association 
in  Epping  were  purchased  and  prepared,  and  the  first 
meeting  held  in  1863.  In  1863  the  Association  was  incor- 
porated, taking  the  name  of  "Hedding  Camp-meeting  As- 
sociation. A  few  Friends  resided  in  Epping  prior  to  1746, 
and  attended  meetings  with  their  friends  in  Brentwood  un- 
til the  disorganizing  course  persecuted  by  some  of  its 
members  caused  them  withdraw  and  hold  meetings  at 
their  houses  until  1788,  when  the  first  meeting  house  was 
built  at  West  Epping.  A  new  house  was  built  near  the 
old  one  in  1851. 

St.  Joseph's  Catholic  Church  of  Epping  was  erected  in 
1897.  Before  1890,  the  mJssion  was  attended  from  Exe- 
ter, N.  H.,  and  from  that  time  until  1898,  the  congrega- 
tion was  attended  to  by  the  pastor  of  Derriy,  Father 
O'Connor.  Their  meetings  were  held  in  a  small  Chapel. 
The  mission  was  made  a  parish  January  1,  1898,  Rev.  H. 
J.  Bellefleur  being  the  first  pastor. 

The  town  has  occupied  a  prominent  position  in  the 
state  for  one  of  its  size,  and  many  of  its  citizens  have  oc- 
cupied conspicuous  positions  in  the  county,  state  and  na- 
tional governments. 

The  following,  though  an  incomplete  list,  will  give  the 
positions  some  have  held  : 

Governor  of  the  State. — William  Plumer,  from  1812  to 
1813,  and  from  1816  to  1819;  David  Lawrence  Morrill, 
from  1824  to  1827;  Benjamin  F.  Prescott  from  1877  to 
1879. 

Governor  Plumer  was  born  at  Newburyport,  Massachu- 
setts, June  25,  1759,  and  removed  with  his  parents  to  Ep- 
ping in  1768.    He  died  December  22,  1850. 

Governor  Morrill  resided  in  Goffstown  at  the  time  he 
occupied  the  Chair,  but  was  born  in  Epping  June  10, 
1772,  and  died  in  Concord,  N.  H.,  January  28,  1849. 

Governor  Prescott  was  born  in  Epping  February  26, 
1833.  He  was  educated  at  Pembroke  and  Phillips  Exe- 
ter academies  and  at  Dartmouth  College,  where  he  was 
graduated  with  high  honors  in  1856.  He  served  as  Secre- 
tary of  State  from  1872  to  1874,  and  from  1875  to  1877. 
He  died  at  Concord,  N.  H.,  February  21,  1895. 

United  States  Senators — William  Plumer,  from  1802 
to  1807 ;  David  L.  Morrill,  from  1817  to  1823 ;  John  Chan- 
dler, from  1820  to  1829.  Mr.  Chandler  was  a  native  of 
this  town,  and  was  born  of  humble  parentage  on  what  is 
known  as  "Red  Oak  Hill.  He  removed  when  young  to  the 
Province  of  Maine  and  became  prominent  in  the  affairs  of 
that  state,  and  when  the  province  was  a  part  of  Massa- 


chusetts  he  represented  it  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  in  the  lower  house  from  1805  to  1808. 

He  was  one  of  the  first  two  senators  elected  from  the 
State  of  Maine  after  its  separation  from  Massachusetts. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  note  that  our  town  is  one  of 
nine  towns  of  the  world  bearing  the  name  of  Epping.

Epping,  England,  the  oldest  of  these  towns,  existed  in 
early  Saxon  times.     The  town  is  situated  16  miles  north- 
east of  London  and  has  a  population  of  about  4500.    Ep- 
ping (England)  serves  as  the  headquarters  of  a  Parlia- 
mentary Division  known  as  the  "West  Essex"  or  "Epping" 
Division,  which  returns  one  member  to  the  British  House 
of  Commons.     The  Right  Hon.  Winston  Church  has  been 
the  member  of  Parliament  for  this  Division.
